vith these conditions, many North Koreans volunteered lo go to Sakhalin, At 

the Iiaher Office they were siven physical examinations and security checks, 
Those <ho were passed received 50 kilogr:ms of rice, 1,500 won, one cotton 
padsed work suib, and one vair of leather shoes. Volunteers from each district 
were sent in groups with a leader to Chongjin or Songjin, where they were siven 
a physical examination by the Soviets. They remained in barracks until they 
were ronly to leave by ship. The Sonvjin barracks hold acccmuodations for 
36,000 Laborers, In the second day at the departure point, Laborers had their 
pictures taken and all ‘lorth Korean identification vertificates taken away. The 
daily ration was salted codfish and over a pint of holled rice mixed with veans 
and barley. a the seventh day they were given typiivid shots, Durin# the 
entire period they were not allowed to have contact with the people in the city.

Phe laborers! contract provisions differed with he period of time they had 
agreed to work, Thosecontractin; for eight montis received 1,500 won and those 
who contracted for 16 months veceived 7,500 won in addition to Lhe rice and 
Glothes. Vhere wore also contracts for tyo years, The contracts, which were 
written in Russian and Nores:, provided for a daily wage or trom 60 to 70 rubles. 


2t the laber camps, vreakfays was 1 piece (200 rrins) of black bread and a bowl 
of fish soup. Tunch wes a oowl of fish goup and one-third quart of boiled 
barley mixed with bears, (“nner consisted of a vowl of Tish soup ani a pint 

of boiled barley mixed with beans, She Laborers ere‘ distributed an additional 
four cans of fish e week. 


The Koreans were #00 canodated. in wooden dormitorie:, ‘There were twenty Koreans 
to an eitht-mat *com (approximately 12 fect by 12 faet). The work hours in 

the fishing grounds were 10 hours a day from 0800 to 1800, and 10 to 11 hours 

a day in the coal mines and lumbcr ureas, Uares for ni:ht work were increased 
by 15 rubles a day. 

covernncntc:med shops were operated near the dornitories, where voth Soviet 
and North Herean currency could be used. Represcatative vorices were as follows: 
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black bread: 500 crans VW, rubles cigarettes 1. package S sub tec 
towel 1 1 ruble shoes 1 pair 160 rubles 
padded clothing 1 su... 156 rubles canned ford 1 can 50~80 rubles 


The Koreans hed to buy in these shops, waere the prices were more expensive 
than for the sovicts. 


Korean Communists were or nized irto squads and f-oups in the workshops to 
prevent sabotage and stril;s, There were tnree classes oi Noreans: those who 
had Soviet citizenship, t! oe who were orouvt up in vortvh ‘orea 3 and those 
who were brousht wp in Sait: lin. Those in the fir: class wire treated well, 
while most discriminatior wo ageinst those in the last olees, 


From May 1954 on, no Kereans tere sent to work in Sakhalin. it was rumored by 
some Koreans who had brra mend to Sakhalin from the Soviet -sinland that 
10,000 German orisone?.-of-w.° had been moved to iarth Sakk in and the Uaritime 
Provines of the Sovies Union in the beginning of 1°49. Ther: vera only a few 
Japanese in South o khalin wv inc as technician, About 6 xorcent of the 
Koreans were prxrs sided to ext: i their period of contract and wid not return to 
vorth Keron
